five 
men stranded on the coast with 
th eir damaged airplane. 
In her last brief message, the 
K rassin wirelessed th at she had 
rescued Capt. Sora and Sefj Van 
Dongen, who 
with 
a 
dogsled 
team had gone in search of sur­ 
vivors from the wrecked dirigi­ 
ble Italia. 
At almost the same moment, 
an unconfirmed refort from Vir­ 
go Bay said th a t 
Ludvig 
M. 
Varming, third member of 
thet 
little expedition, had been picked 
up with the dogsled team where 
Sora and Van Dongen had left 
him, near Cape Brun. 
The only other party of known 
survivors now on the Arctic ice 
is th a t of Aviator Chukhnovsky, 
off Cape Platen. 
Chukhnovsky and four com­ 
panions crashed after they had 
flashed back word th a t they had 
located Capt. Filippo Zappi and 
Capt. Adalberto Mariano, of the 
Italia. 
' As it pushed its way along the 
coast to the rescue of the Sora 
and Chukhnovsky 
parties, the 
K rassin radioed she had aboard 
seven men brought back from 
death to life after the wrecking 
of the Italia.

Technicians at first were im ­ 
mensely amused by Chappede- 
laine’s idea but after seeing it in 
operation in his workshop have 
decided th a t it has possibilities 
th a t are not to be ignored.

the war, is being rebuilt at 
a 
surprising rate. Large sums aro 
being spent by 
the 
G erm an 
government and by Germ an tax- 
! payers to equip the nation w ith 
‘ an efficient fighting fleet. 
The Germ an naval budget, a- 
m ounting to 221.000,000 
m arks 
this year, is larger than th a t of 
Italy and falls short of 
French 
naval expenditures 
by 
only 
about 20,000,000 marks. This su r­ 
prising fact is 
explained 
by 
G erm an naval experts by num ­ 
erous financial disadvantages to 
wl * ch the Germ an navy is sub­ 
jected, and to which othei 
im ­ 
portant navies are immune. 
The cruiser ' Koeln," launched 
a few days ago at W ilhelmshav- 
en, is the latest addition to this 
country’s m aritim e forces. D ur­ 
ing the past 
three-and-a-half 
years, Germ any has quietly and 
without causing a large splash 
put four new cruisers and twelve 
destroyers into commission. Six 
arm oured battleships have been 
modernized at a substantial cost. 
They have been equipped with 
new m achinery and they 
have 
acquired anti-aircraft guns. The 
old 11,800 ton battleship 
"Zae- 
hringen" has been transform ed 
into a wireless-controlled target 
stfip at a cost of 2,500.000 marks. 
Finally, the Reichstag has ap­ 
propriated the first quota of 80,- 
000,000 m arks for the construc­ 
tion of a new 10,000-ton 
a r­ 
moured cruiser, which is to 
be 
the first of a series of four sim ­ 
ilar vessels.

In spite of ,dire.; predictions tb the contrary 
Uncle Sam is still in the exporting business. The 
total exports of the United States for the first 
three months of 1928 amounted to $1,203,000,000 
which is the largest figure for any three months 
period in the past eight years with the excep­ 
tion of of one quarter in the year 1925. 
A few raw materials, lime, unmanufactured 
cotton, leaf tobacco, coal and coke, 
petroleum 
and wheat decreased in the value of their ex­ 
ports the first quarter of this year, but losses in 
these and other commodities were offset by in­ 
creases in the value of manufactures exported. 
These facts were revealed in a report 
on 
“Our World 
Trade,” published by the 
Foreign 
Commerce Department of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce in the United States. 
It is said that two- 
thirds of the country’s principal exports increas­ 
ed in value notwithstanding a somewhat lower 
level of price. 
With four exceptions these gains 
were in manufactures, including a few manu­ 
factured foodstuffs such as flour. 
It is interesting to note that the shipment 
of automobiles increased during this quarter in 
the amount of eighteen per cent and strength­ 
ened their hold as our second leading export to 
foreign lands. 
Only three of the ten 
leading 
exports showed losses during this three month 
period — unmanufactured cotton, gasoline and 
leaf tobacco, two raw materials and one manu­ 
factured product.

Krassin wirelessed that she had 
rescued Capt. Sora and Set j Van 
Dongen, who with a dogsled 
team had gone in search of sur- 
vivors from the wrecked dirigi- 
ble Italia. 


At almost the same moment, 


an unconfirmed retort from Vir- 
go Bay said that 
Ludvig M. 


, Vanning, third member of the. 
little expedition, had been picked' 
up with the dogsled team where 
Sora and Van Dongen had left 
him, near Cape Brun. 


The only other party of known 


survivors now on the Arctic ice 
is that of Aviator Chukhnovsky, 
off Cape Platen. 


Chukhnovsky and four com- 


panions crashed after they had 
flashed back word that they had 
located Capt. Filippo Zappi and 
Capt. Adalberto Mariano, of the 
Italia. 
" As it pushed its way along the 
coast to the rescue of the Sora 
and Chukhnovsky 
parties, the 


Krassin radioed she had aboard 
seven men brought back from 
death to life after the wrecking 
of the Italia. 


Magnetic storms that have 


Interrupted all radio commun- 
ication throughout the north 
caused grabling 
yesterday of 


subsequent messages from 
the 


Krassin. 


The messages were interpreted 


as saying that Malmgren's body 
had been found. Today further 
messages from the Krassin left 
this, and even the question 
whether Malmgren actually was 
known to be dead, a matter of 
uncertainty.

Smith's name in nomination as 
the dry party's candidate for 
president, a fistic encounter 
started by an Oklahoma clergy- 
man, and the withdrawal from 
the convention of a group of 
delegates who charged that the 
party had "sold out to Herbert 
Hoover." 


The party however, left the 


way open to endorse Hoover if 
he should become acceptable by 
the adoption of a resolution 
empowering the national com- 
mittee to replace its nominees 
with others and also to bar pro- 
hibition candidates for presi- 
dential electors in any states 
which such a campaign would 
aid Gov. Smith. 


James A. Edgerton, Alexan- 


dria, Va., was'nominated for the 
vice-presidency over Frank Rea- 
gan of Rockford, 111. Edgerton 
received 68 votes to 
Reagan's 


29. 


Varneyte selection came on the 


second ballot. On the first ballot 
Hoover received 42 votes; Aaron 
S. Watkins of Waynesville, O., a 
former presidential candidate, 
16; Governor Smith, 2, and Var- 
ney 53. Sixty-one votes were 
needed for nomination. 


As a safeguard, the prohibi- 


tionists empowered their nation^ 
al executive committee to re^ 
place the nominees with other 
men if it was discovered later 
that their views were not strict- 
ly dry.

A few raw materials, lime, unmanufactured 


cotton, leaf tobacco, coal and coke," p'etroleum 
and'wheat decreased in the value of their ex- 
ports the first quarter of this year, but losses in 
these and other commodities were offset by in- 
creases in the value of manufactures exported. 


•These facts were revealed in a report 
on 


"Our World Trade," published by the Foreign 
Commerce Department of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in the United States. It is said that two- 
thirds of the country's principal exports increas- 
ed in value notwithstanding a somewhat lower 
level of price. With four exceptions these gains 
were in manufactures, including a few manu- 
factured foodstuffs such as flour. 


It is interesting to note that the shipment

convenient lodging place 
for 


dust and grime. If the tops are 
given a good coat of 
smooth 


paint, they may be kept clean 
merely by dusting and occasion- 
al wiping off. 


There are unpainted surfaces 


of most furniture that ought to 
be painted. 
Bureau 
drawers 


ought to have a good coat of 
enamel on the inside and under- 
sides as well. In this way the 
task of .keeping them clean is 
much simpler. 


Closet shelves should be paint- 


ed on both sides in order to give 
them a dust-shedding surface.

Meanwhile, Lieut; Einar Paal 


Lundborg 
and Lieut. Birger 


Schyberg, who has returned by 
airplane to the .rescue ship 
Quest from the 
camp, told 


friends privately that Cecioni 
had died. They said he had been 
taken out of the little tent in 
which he had been cared for so 
that he could be the next to go 
by airplane back to civilization. 
But he could not be taken 
aboard, it was said, and was left 
overnight on the ice, where he 
died. 


There had been noclarification 


of the conflicting reports until 
the Krassin radioed today that 
Cecioni, like the others, was 
aboard her. She said that Cecio- 
ni was suffering from his thigh, 
but that it was healing satis- 
factorily. 
• 


Tne other four men from the 


camp, the Krassin said, were 
well, though exhausted 
after 


an ordeal such as few men in 
history have withstood. 


All seven rescued men aboard 


the Krassin are under the care 
of physicians, who are feeding 
them cautiously until they have 
become used to ordinary food 
after weeks of trying to masti- 
cate, with swollen mouths, the 
forzen pemmican that was al- 
most their only diet. 


Lieut. Mariano, who with Zap- 


pi was picked up first; and Ce- 
cioni, of the ice camp group, 
are in the ships hospital, the 
Krassin reported. 


The other rescued men in the 


Krassin—Zappi, 
Viglieri, Be- 


hounek, Trioani and Biagi—are 
wandering about the ship as in 
a dream, the Krassin radioed. 
Perhaps it would be more accur- 
ate to say as if awakened to a 
wonderful world after a 42-day 
nightmare. 


All are bubbling with a joy 
that keeps them at the highest 
jitch of excitemnt. 


Throughout the ship, the ra- 


dio said in one of its series of 
messages there is jubilant re- 
oicing.

three miles from the Italia ice

miles away—roughly equidistant 
with the ice carrip party from the 
rescue ship. 


Knowing the desperate condi- 


tion of the men in the ice camp, 
the Krassin signalled 
to the 


waving group and 
nosed on 


through the ice. 


It was believed that there were 


two men in the group—Captain 
Sora, in command of a dogsled 
party that had been loqking for 
victims on the ice, and"Ejef Van 
Dongen, young Dutch champion 
dogsled man 
of Spitzbergen. 


With them had started out Dr. 
Ludvig M. Varming a noted ex- 
plorer. But a party from the res- 
cue steamship Braganza found 
in a trapper's 
hut a message 


from Sora saying that he and 
Van Dongen were trying to reach, 
the Italia came while Varming 
and the dogteam weye left near 
Cape Brunn. 


On receipt of this inf ormatidn, 


the Swedish aviators aboard the j Man Who Could Make a Chip 
quest, at Virgo Bay, prepared to 
start in search of him as soon as 
the fog lifted. 
The Krassin last was reported 


proceeding to i-escue Sora and 
Van Dongen—if it were they, as 
was believed certain, who sig- 
nalled her as she 
approached 


the Italia camp. 


After rescuing this group, the 


Krassin intended to proceed to 
pick up another party, almost 
ignored because of the 
gallant 


nonchalance with which it faced 
its isolation. 


In that group were the Kras- 


sin's aviator Chukhnovsky and 
four companions who, in their 
three-motored Fokker seaplane 
crashed on the ice after
